Notwithstanding his physical con 
dltlon, which was greatly Impaired by 
several day’s sickness, Dr. J. C- Tag 
Kart, pastor of the First United Pres­ 
byterian church 
yesterday 
morning 
preached a most. powerful sermon. His 
subject was chosen (rpm the book of 
Joshua. 
In part the m inister said: 
"The book of Joshua begins a new 
division of the history of God’s people. 
It is the book o f entrance, of conquest, 
of possession and dispossession. He 
is the captain or leader of the people 
who were to enter Into and take pos­ 
session of the promised land. 
Moses, 
the deliverer from the oppression of 
Egypt, by whose mediation the laws 
and ordinances of their religion had 
been given and the tabernacle built, 
had brought them through the wilder­ 
ness, but Joshua was the one to lead 
them over the Jordan to the possession 
of the land. 
So while the law and 
the ceremonies of religion may bring 
us to the border of our possession it is 
Jesus, the Savior, who alone can bring 
us Into It. 
"The same God who helped them is 
here today to help us. 
His presence 
in a new symbol, the ark of the cove­ 
nant. 
This they were to follow as be­ 
fore they had followed the cloud. But 
these symbols are no longer with us. 
W hat then had God left his people, or 
what bas taken their place? 
We still 
have the covenant of God, the written 
book. 
We still have Him of whom the 
ark of the covenant was but a symbol. 
"The Lord of Hosts is still with us, 
the God of Jacob Is our refuge. This 
Is the thought which for the strength­ 
ening of our faith, the quickening of 
our zeal and the stimulating of our de­ 
sires and activities in the Lord's work, 
we wish to hold up before you this 
morning. 
The 
developing 
of 
the 
thought as it is embedded In our text 
we notice that the people were to sit 
until the ark of thb covenant of the 
Lord went before them, Tho sign of 
this special movement which was to 
Issue in their crossing the Jordan Into 
the promised land was God’s presence, 
as Indicated in the symbol of tho ark 
going before them. 
The 
Lord 
was 
their leader and they were to go for­ 
ward only as he led them. 
This Is 
the 
teaching 
of 
their 
journeying 
through the wilderness. 
In response 
to the prayer of Moses, the Lord said; 
‘My presence shall go with you and I 
will give you rest.' 
"They were to go only as tho I<ord 
directed them. This was true Ut the 
Crossing of the Jordan. 
It was true 
In taking possession of the land of 
Canaan. 
When they recognized and 
followed tho leadership of their Divine 
Leader they were successful. 
When 
they ignored that leadership and for­ 
got to follow as he led, defeat and dis­ 
aster befell them. Turn lug to the new 
testament we have the same assurance 
of the divine presence and guidance. 
"To the sorrowing disciples grieving 
over His departure, the I .Ord said: ‘I 
Will not leave you comfortless, I will 
come unto you. 
I will pray the Father 
and He will give you another comforter 
that he may abide with you forever.' 
When Hi- commissioned them to go 
forth and preach the gospel, he said: 
I nm with you always, even unto the 
end of the world.* It Is also clearly 
Intimated that they were to wait on 


the presence of the Lord to go before 
them in all that they attem pted for 
Him. W hat m eant the command, ‘Tar 
ry ye in the city of Jerusalem until ye 
be endowed with power from on high 
They m ust not go forward until God 
was before -them. 
They were other 
wise equipped, but they were to tarry 
for the coming of the presence of the 
Father. 
"Thua were they and thus are we 
taught the need of divine guidance and 
divine power in going'forward to win 
the world for Christ. 
This is the word 
of the Lord: 
Not by might h o r by 
power, but by my spirit.’ 
The Lord’s 
words spoken In his farewell discourse 
‘W ithout me ye can go nothing,’ and 
written through the whole Bible, let 
us never forget them, So not only 
are we to w ait for the presence and 
guidance of God when we plan any ad 
vanced movement, we are ever and a 1 
ways to hold ourselves In readiness 
to follow whenever the Lord leads the 
way. 
"God never leaves His people. 
He 
is ever in the midst of His church 
This has been verified in ail the great 
revival movements to the history of 
the church and In all the great reforms 
in the advancing civilization of the 
world. God has led the way and these 
movements have accomplished their 
gracious purpose as his people have 
followed the divine leading. God has 
in all ages advanced His kingdom In 
the world by seasons of reviving. Or­ 
dinary methods of teaching and work 
lng may be good for ordlnanry times, 
but we ought to hold 
ourselves 
in 
readiness for special manifestations of 
God’s leadership. 
True, when God 1b 
working, as He seems to be In many 
parts of tho world, there is great en­ 
couragement for it/b u t these encour 
agements call for and demand on our 
part the greater exercise of faith in 
the enjoyment of the displays of di 
vine power. 
"We are ever to walk by faith and 
not by sight. 
The lessons taught by 
the foregoing should be heeded by the 
church in the planning of the present 
forward movement which we hope and 
pray may lead her on to greater vic­ 
tories of faith than any of the past."

A ruling of Interest to potters was 
made by the United States general ai* 
praisers. New York, February I, 1904, 
la the matter of protest of Frank P. 
Dow against the assessment by the 
collector of customs at the port of 
Townsend,

decision follows: 
“Th© merchandise Is fire clay in gran­ 
ulated form, and Is claimed by 
the 
Importers to be dutiable under para­ 
graph 93, tariff act of 1897, at |1 per 
ton, as ‘clay or eart h, un wrought or un­ 
manufactured.’ 
A sample of tho im­ 
portation in question was submitted 
to the appraiser of New York for ex­ 
amination in the United States labors 
tory, and the chemist in charge reports 
the same to be ‘crude unwrougbt ctey.’ 
A similar substance, which has been 
ground and bolted and Is In the form 
of dust or powder, is recognized 
in 
trade as flre clay, wrought; whereas 
the granulated clay under considers 
tion, although ground or crushed, has 
been subjected to treatment for con 
▼enlence of transportation only. 
We 
flBd that tho merchandise is clay, un­ 
wrougbt or unmanufactured, and sus­ 
tain the protest, reversing tho collec­ 
tor’s assessment of duty at $2 per ton 
under paragraph 93."

Notwithstanding his physical con 
clition, which was greatly impaired by 
several day’s sickness, Dr. J. C. Tag­ 
gart, pastor of the First United Pres 
byterian church 
yesterday 
morning 
preached a moat powerful sermon. His 
subject was chosen from the book of 
Joshua. In part the minister said: 
“The book of Joshua begins a new 
division of the history of God’s people 
It is the book o f entrance, of conquest 
of possession and dispossession. He 
is the captain or leader of the people 
who were to enter into and take pos­ 
session of the promised land. 
Moses 
the deliverer from the oppression of 
Egypt, by whose mediation the laws 
and ordinances of their religion had 
been given and the tabernacle built, 
had brought them through the wilder­ 
ness, hut Joshua was the one to lead 
them over the Jordan to the possession 
of tho land. So while the law and 
the ceremonies of religion may bring 
us to the border of our possession it is 
Jesus, the Savior, who alone can bring 
us into it. 
‘‘The same God who helped them is 
here today to help us. His presence 
in a new symbol, the ark of the cove 
rant. This they were to follow as be­ 
fore they had followed the cloud. But. 
these symbols are no longer with us. 
What then had God left his people, or 
what has taken their place? We still 
havo the covenant of God, the written 
book. We still have Him of whom the 
ark of the covenant was but a symbol. 
"The Lord of Hosts is still with us, 
the God of Jacob is our refuge. This 
is the thought which for the strength­ 
ening of our faith, the quickening of 
our zeal and the stimulating of our de­ 
sires and activities in the Lord’s work, 
we wish to hold up before you this 
morning. The 
developing 
of 
the 
thought as it is embedded in our text 
we notice that the people were to sit 
until tho ark of tho covenant of the 
I,ord went before them. Tho sign of 
this special movement which was to 
issue in their crossing the Jordan into 
the promised land was God s presence, 
as indicated In the symbol of the ark 
going before them. The 
Lord 
was 
their leader and they were to go for­ 
ward only as he led them. This is 
the 
teaching 
of 
their 
journeying 
through the wilderness. In response 
to the prayer of Moses, the Lord said: 
My presence shall go with you and I 
will give you rest.’ 
"They were to go only as the Lord 
directed them. This was true in the 
crossing of the Jordan. It was true 
in taking possession of the land of 
Canaan. When they recognized and 
followed the leadership of their Divine 
Leader they were successful. When 
they ignored that, leadership and for­ 
got to follow as he led, defeat and dis­ 
aster befell them". Turning to the new 
testament, we have the same assurance 
of the divine presence and guidance. 
"To the sorrowing disciples grieving 
over His departure, the Lord said: ‘I 
Will not leave you comfortless, I will 
come unto you. I will pray the Father 
and He will give you another comforter 
that he may abide with you forever.’ 
When He commissioned them to go 
forth and preach the gospel, he said: 
I am with you always, even unto the 
end of the world.’ It is also clearly 
intimated that they were to wait on 


the presence of the Lord to go before 
them in all that they attempted for 
Him. What meant the command, Tar 
ry ye In the city of Jerusalem until ye 
be endowed with power from on high.’ 
They must not go forward until God 
was before them. They were other 
wise equipped, but they were to tarry 
for the coming of the presence of the 
Father. 
"Thus were they and thus are we 
taught the need of divine guidance and 
divine power in going forward to win 
the world for Christ. This is the word 
of the Lord: 
Not by might nor by 
power, but by my spirit.’ The Lord's 
words spoken in his farewell discourse, 
Without me ye can do nothing,’ and 
written through the whole Bible, let 
us never forget them. So not only 
are we to walt for the presence and 
guidance of God when we plan any ad 
vanced movement, we are ever and al­ 
ways to hold ourselves in readiness 
to follow whenever the Lord leads the 
way. 
God never leaves His people. He 
is ever in the midst of His church. 
This has been verified in ail the great 
revival movements la the history of 
the church and in all the great reforms 
in the advancing civilisation of the 
world. God has led the *.ay and these 
movements have accomplished 
gracious purpose as his people have 
followed the divine leading. God has 
in all ages advanced His kingdom in 
the world by seasons of reviving. Or­ 
dinary methods of teaching and work­ 
ing may be good for ordinanry times, 
but we ought to hold 
ourselves 
in 
readiness for special manifestations of 
God’s leadership. True, when God Is 
working, as Ile seems to be in many 
parts of tho world, there is great en- 
ouragement for it, but these encour­ 
agements call for and demand on our 
part the greater exercise of faith in 
the enjoyment of the displays of di­ 
vine power. 
"We are ever to walk by faith and 
not by sight. The lessons taught by 
the foregoing should be heeded by tho 
church in the planning of the present 
forward movement which we hope and 
pray may lead her on to greater vic­ 
tories of faith than any of the past.”

Nagasaki, Japan, Fab. 
15.—A dis­ 
patch from Chemulpo gives the fol­ 
lowing account of the destruction of 
the Russian cruiser Variag and gun 
boat Korletz. 
The Japanese 
fleet 
commanded by Admiral Urie, on the 
flagship Adneuma, arrived at noon 
and sent a wirelos telegram to the 
Japanese cruiser Chigoda. which wan 
lying at anchor between the Variag 
and Hor!et*, to join the fleet outside 
The Russians found themselves trap­ 
ped- Admiral Uriu then signaled giv­ 
ing the Russians five 
minute: 
which to surrender. The Russians Ig­ 
nored the demand to surrender and 
the Japanese opened fire. 
A brisk 
engagement lasting two hours 
fol 
lowed. The Russian vessels, getting 
the worst of an encounter in which 
the odds were overwhelmingly against 
them, steamed back into the harbor. 
The Variag, which was badly injured, 
listed heavily. 
Two hours later the 
Russians attempted to break through 
the Japanese fleet, which was 
en 
countered four railes from the Inn© 
harbor. A fierce fight followed. Tire 
Russian vessels were badly damaged 
The Kortets was blown up, presum 
ably by its own crew in order1 to es 
cape capture. A portion of the crew 
were rescued by tho French and Ital­ 
ian vessels in the habor. The Variag 
tried to escape, but suddenly an ex­ 
plosion was heard and the Variag 
was seen to sink. Whether she was 
sunk by a Japanese shell or by her 
own crew Is not known. The United 
States gunboat Vicksburg 
and the 
British cruiser Talbot wKnessed the 
battle. 
Refuse to Surrender fiurylvor*. 
The survivors from th© Variag and 
the Korletz are yet on board the Brit­ 
ish cruiser Talbot, the Italian chillier 
Elba and the Freoch cruiser Rascal. 
The situation is becoming acute as 
the Japanese have twice made 
de­ 
mands of the commanders of the three 
foreign vessels that the Russians be 
surrendered as prisoners of war. The 
captain of the Talbot being the sen­ 
ior naval officer, each time replied 
that he was awaiting 
Instructions 
from hts government. 
None of tho 
Russians are on board the American 
gunboat Vicksburg, whose comman­ 
der considers that the Japanese are 
right in their demand, as the Russians 
took advantage of the clemency of th* 
Japanese in returning Jo the harbor 
then taking refuge on the foreign 
vessels and refusing 
to surrender, 
whereas the Japanese refrained fro* 
sinking them In the open sea as they 
could have done. 
A magnificent episode la th© battle 
was the second sortie 
of the two 
Russian cruisers. 
With bands play­ 
ing the national anthem, the interna­ 
tional fleet loudly cheering the brav­ 
ery and gallantly of the Russians, the 
Variag and Korletz faced the Japan­ 
ese fleet In what was certain ©seth 
The positions of the wrecks appear 
to be such that it will be easy to re­ 
cover the guns.

A m essage has been received in this 
city announcing the death of Rev. K. 
B. Defoe, at Denver, Col., w here he 
went a num ber of years ago on ac­ 
count of III health. 
Rev. Dafoe was 
well known in this city, having had 
charge of the pastorate of the First 
Methodist Protestant church here for 
three years prior to his going to Den­ 
ver. 
The pastor was rom im* I led to re­ 
sign his charge here about nine years 
ago. after three successful years of 
se n lee. 
He was accom panied to the 
west by his wife and daughter, and 
took up a charge In Colorado. 
Later 
it is understock the condition of his 
health compelled him to leave the m in­ 
istry perm anently. 
It had been known 
that he was very ill for some lime, 
and th<* news of his death was receiv­ 
ed with regret by (lie many friends 
made while residing iii this city.

now before the legislature. The school 
code is the principal subject of dis 
cession, and that question is being 
threshed out in such a lively way that 
there can be no doubt that the bill 
which Is finally made a law will be 
the best that can be devised. 
It will 
be impossible to please all Interests 
but if it proves as successful as tho 
municipal 
code, 
which 
created 
so 
much discussion, the Republican party 
may feel well satisfied. 


It may be remarked parenthetically, 
that the municipal code is a great sue 
cess. 
There is no 
better evidence 
that It is generally satlsfacto.y than 
the action or rather non-action of the 
legislature upon it.

The rapid change of color iii cut a p ­ 
ples is due to chemical action on the 
exposed surface of the apple a fte r Hie 
free admission of oxygen and not. as 
w as once supposed, to the presence of 
micro-organisms, for if apple pulp is 
sterilized anil filtered the same tiling 
happens. 
The juice of un apple not 
only contains water, sugar and various 
acids, b u t a starch which ferm ents 
when exposed to tile air. 
L indct hoHls th a t tile 
ferm enting 
m atter and Hie acids also are Iii d if­ 
ferent cells in tile uncut apple, b u t are 
brought into contact as soon as It is 
cut. Tills is, however, not to the point, 
as the ferm enting m atter can only a t­ 
tack the arom atic body In tho presence 
of oxygen. 
Ko long as the skin of the 
apple is whole no change can take 
place, but immediately this is w ou n d ­ 
ed the oxygen begins its work, carbon 
dioxide is evolved, and the reddish 
brown appearance sets in, especially 
on unripe fruit.
